A solution has been found by York 
manufacturers for the shortage of fe­ 
male labor of the last two years, by 
giving employment to a large quota of 
female colored help. In the different 
industries in which this class of help 
has been secured the work has been 
found 
satisfactory, 
employers 
say. 
Positions are secured for these girls 
directly by Dr. George VV. Howies, be­ 
fore w'hom they are required to ap­ 
p ear before they start work in order 
to be examined as to their moral and 
physical standards. 
The most Recent firm to follow the 
Examples of several others in e m p l o y ­ 
ing this help, 
the Myers Cigar Box 
company, has been compelled to move 
from its present quarters to a larger 
location because of the lack of room. 
It is the intention of Chester Myers, 
proprietor of the firm, to give employ­ 
ment to additional help because of the 
satisfactory result* obtained thus far. 
Nearly 40 chlored girls and women 
have been employed in the stripping 
department of the New York Cigar 
company’s 
factory 
for 
some tine*. 
These employees are paid while learn­ 
ing the occupation and make a mini­ 
mum wage of $3 per week. As they 
become more proficient 
these 
girls 
are able to earn as high as $8 and $9 
per week. 
At the Myers Cigar Box 
factory the girls also start with a $3 
minimum wage, and a s their work im­ 
proves they are put on piece work. 
Within a short period of time they 
are capable of earning $8 per week. 
At present I I girls are employed hut 
the force is being increased gradu­ 
ally. I’ajier boxes are made at

The late George VV’. Guthrie, am ­ 
bassador to Japan, was a descendant 
of a man who aided in administering 
the affairs of York county, during its 
earliest history.

When he resid­ 
ed there he made the second plan for 
the city of York in 1754, which is now 
on record in the land office in Harris­ 
burg. 
In 1908 Mr. Guthrie 
visited York 
for a short time in order to look over 
some of the records in the Historical 
society museum 
in the* court house,

concerning his ancestor. At that time 
Mr. Guthrie met some 
of the

prominent men in the community and 
was much impressed 
with the city.

TOLD BY MENGES 


FA pert Dixusses the Manner in 
which Farmers Increase 
Their Crops. 


“Things 
which 
seem 
to indicate 
what is going on in our soils came 
under my observation during the last 
season,” 
says Franklin Menges, 
a 
son-in-law’ of W. A. Mcllhenny, 
of 
Lincoln avenue, and soil and crop ex­ 
pert of the Department of Agricul­ 
ture. 
“ A sod field 
was plowed for 
wheat or fallowed for wheat early in 
July in Somerset county, and 
after 
plowing, 
frequently 
harrowed 
and 
rolled until the seed bod was about 
ideal. Early in September this 
land 
was seeded with wheat, the Indiana 
red waive, and (luring the fall 
the 
seed showed more than normal vigor 
and went into winter in splendid con­ 
dition. 
“ Early 
in 
the 
spring 
when the 
snow disappeared, 
the wheat 
came 
out a 
dark green 
with few 
of the 
leaves frozen back, so that it was not 
necessary for new leaves to start as 
is the case when wheat grows 
up 
luxuriant and sappy in the fall. 
In 
this way the growth made in the fall 
was not lost, 
but leaves 
and roots 
were in healthy condition, so as soon 
as the frost was out of the ground 
and the sun’s rays had warmed 
the 
soil sufficiently for some of the fertil­ 
ity in the plowed down organic m at­ 
ter of the clover and timothy sod to 
he made available, and enabled 
the 
leaves of the wheat plant to become 
active and take up carbon dioxide out 
of the air, 
growth 
began.

a 
languid, sapient, indifferent 
growth 
hut a vigorous, overcoming obstacles 
growth, which continued throughout 
the seaon and made a crop of wheat 
yielding 
forty-five bushels per acre, 
rather an abnormal yield for this sec­ 
tion or for that matter any section 
of this country.

When we ask “What Do the People W ant?” we re­ 
fer to the majority. Progressive institutions deal with 
majorities; the dealer who provides only fo ra limited 
group or class must be satisfied with a limited business. 
The great American people may be divided into 
three groups when analyzed f r o m a merchandising 
viewpoint. 
One group is made up of the so-called “upper ten,” 
its claim to distinction resting largely on its ability to 
buy anything it wants without asking the price. 
Another group comprises 
individuals 
who 
arc 
obliged to consider price first. 
They are forced into 
this group by the limitation of their buying power. 
The third (and this is the group that most m er­ 
chants and m anufacturers are aiming to serve) is that 
great aggregation of millions 
of substantial, 
clear­ 
headed. money-earning Americans who have the power 
to purchase and pay for and the discrimination to select 
standard merchandise. 
Their loyalty to a good store is the most valuable 
"good will" asset that can be acquired for any retail 
business. 
W hat do the people in this group want? 
They Want a Dollar's Worth for a Dollar 
In the long run. that is all that any retailer or 
manufacturer can give them. 
If he tries to deliver DO cents worth for a dollar, he 
is not dealing squarely, and cannot permanently 
suc­ 
ceed and will ultimately drop out of the competitive 
race. 
On the other hand, if he gives one hundred and ten 
cents worth for a dollar, he fools himself, impairs his 
capital, and eventually gets into deep water. 
For many years there has been much deliberate 
fooling of the people. 
The People Are (letting Wise, Very Wise 
Most business houses tradin g on unsound policies 
are not progressing—there are instances innumerable 
where retrogression is plainly discernible. 
Those business concerns (retail and m anufactur­ 
ing) which are trading soundly are progressing rapidly. 
Witness the healthy, clean substantial business policies 
of the majority of successful, growing stores and m anu­ 
facturers. 
What Do the People Want? 
One hundred cents w orth—no more, no less. 
How can we best give it to them? 
By making our business (ours and yours) more ex­ 
act, more scientific, more responsive to the will of the 
people. 
The ideal situation is the one in which the m aker of 
a product and the merchant who distributes, it work to­ 
gether to serve the public, and where all—the maker, 
the distributor and the ( m sum er--realize that no tran s­ 
action is economically and ethically sound that is not 
profitable to all concerned. To that end, we believe we 
should co-operate with our trade that sales may be in­ 
creased, profits insured and service improved. 
Many stores underbuy 
they often lack proper as­ 
sortments to interest the m ajority of their possible pa­ 
trons. 
Other stores oveVi,uy 
they order too much of o n j 
thing and maintain an in vestment out of all proport­ 
ion to the real need, and frequently their heavy stocks 
fail to show proper proportions in price-range and va­ 
riety. 
How Many Stores Systematically Plan a Stock? 
How many stores are periodically 
“struck” 
with 
low-priced merchandise overbought while losing sales 
on other profit-earning lines called for and noton hand? 
Every business that operates on a hit-or-miss plan 
necessarily fails in giving IOO cents worth of merchan­ 
dise and service for a dollar. 
The stores which have grown great from small be­ 
ginnings are those which have a merchandise plan 
they know what the people want. The factor of guess- 
Vo a k and opport unity tor error arc* practically eliminat- 
od. 


We try to buy only according to our facilities and 
opportunities for rapid distribution, too much fine m er­ 
chandise is just as bad as too much cheap merchandise.
